Chummy a Janet 


Reserve Champion 4-H Club Steer a¢ Denver 


Just how to go about making a word pieture of Little Miss 

Janet Welty and her beautifully shown steer, Chummy, is rather 
perplexing. In the first place Chummy was a well mannered pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus bullock which the young lady had selected 
from her father’s herd for the very purpose of developing a cham- 
pion at the 1932 Denver National Western Stock Show. That she 
had every intention of turning the trick was plainly evidenced by 
the showmanship displayed while the calf was on inspection of the 
judges. 
; "Te Welty is a slender Miss whose eyes twinkle with deter- 
mination and whose features de- 
note plenty of spunk and grit to 
see a thing through once she 
starts. She had no trouble win- 
ning her class in the Aberdeen- 
Angus section and it was only 
by the flip on the hand that she 
was denied the grand champion- 
ship in the finals. The odds 
were against her in that she was 
searcely strong enough to make 
Chummy obey her every com- 
mand, which permitted the tidy 
Whitefaced steer to go to the 
top. Chummy appeared a bit 
wasty as compared with his 
contemporary there in the arena 
while on foot, but the display on 
the hooks at the Blayney-Mur- 
phy plant proved otherwise. For 
Chummy carried a beautiful car- 
cass, evenly covered, fine of tex- 
ture, well marbeled, and attract- 
ive from every angle, as he was 
on foot. There was a great 
thickness of thigh and depth

“Being ten years of age this is my first year of club work. So

for advice which I had to have in this undertaking. 

“This calf was born October 18th, 1930, and his mother being 
a heavy milker we always had to shut her calf up and milk her 
some besides in order not to sicken her calf. At first the calf had 
only its mother’s milk and not 
all of it at the beginning. At 
the end of thirty days he was 
able to take all the milk. Then 
I started to feed him a little 
grain, consisting of shelled corn, 
oats, and oil meal. This he had 
until he was about six months 
of age. Also he always had al- 
falfa hay at all times. At six 
months we changed to ground 
feed, consisting of corn, barley, 
wheat, oil meal and Tarkio. Of 
this mixture he was fed all he 
would clean up every day and 
allowed to nurse his mother 
twice a day until August when 
he was weaned. We then added 
dried beet pulp and bran to the 
ration, taking away the wheat. 
After September I took the al- 
falfa away from him and fed 
him wild hay instead. 

“He always had salt and 
steamed bone meal before him 
at all times. Once in a while I 
would get a bucket of clean clay 
dirt and dump it in his stall. He liked this very much, and for a 
change would eat several handsful of it at a time. 

“T showed this calf at our county fair in August winning a trip 
to our state fair at Pueblo, winning reserve champion there and 
then bringing him home and showing him at the Denver show.

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Boy’s Experience 


Makes Many Friends for she Aberdeen-Angus 


One of the most enthusiastic AberdeenAngus converts that we 
met at the Denver stock show was young Clifford Polk, of Oshkosh, 
Nebraska, who had a pair of club calves at the big western show. 
His daddy was just about as enthusiastic and declared that he 
would back the lad to go on with his feeding projects and insisted 
that only high class Aberdeen-Angus calves should be used. And 
this is the story revealing the reason for this complete conversion 
to the blacks. 

It seems that in the beginning a pair of calves were selected, 
one a Whiteface and the other an Aberdeen-Angus, the calves 
weighed practically the same number of pounds and were about the 
same age and started at about the same time, but the finish—That’s 
the thing that made Dad Polk sit up and take notice. Being a 
butcher by trade the father quickly discovered why he favored the 
Bonnie Blacks. The fol- 
lowing story taken from 
the Garden County High 
School bulletin entitled 
“Talons,” was written 
by Clifford Polk espec- 
ially for his home high 
school paper. 

Clifford says: “I 
started feeding the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus calf, Mid- 
night, Feb. 6th, 1931; he 
weighed 300 pounds, and 
was three months old. 

“T started the Here- 
ford calf, Starlight, Feb. 
24, 1931; he was the 
same weight and age. 
Both were steer calves. 


The Aberdeen - Angus 
calf was tame in a 
week’s time but the 


Hereford would not 

tame. The Aberdeen-Angus calf would 
‘eat almost everything, but the Here- 
ford calf was a more dainty eater. | 
took these calves to the stock show at 
Denver. The Hereford did not get into 
the show but the Aberdeen-Angus did. 
I sold the Hereford for 6 cents a pound 
to the Stock Yards Company at Den- 
ver. I sold the Aberdeen-Angus calf 
for 11% cents per pound to Swift & 
Company, who bought him for the 
Union Pacific dining cars. 

“Midnight, the Aberdeen-Angus 
calf, brought $110.25. Starlight, the 
Hereford calf, brought $53.10. The to- 
tal for the two calves was $163.35. My 
profit was $31.58. Since I am well 
pleased with my results, I am planning 
to try it again. I would like very much 
to see a calf club started here.—Clif- 
ford Polk.” 


Mr. and Mrs. Walter Smith of Ash- 
by, Neb., who had furnished the Polk 
Aberdeen-Angus calf from their excellent range herd were at Den- 
ver and were just about as enthusiastic about what this fine caif 
had done as was Clifford, himself. So interested were they that. 
Mrs. Smith has furnished some supplementary information regard- 
ing these calves. The pictures appearing on today’s cover page 
came from Mr. Polk and give some idea as to how these two calves 
compared at Denver. Mrs. Smith says: 

“Clifford purchased the Aberdeen-Angus calf Midnight from 
Mr. Smith, to be used in his Agricultural project in High School. 
The calf was weighed in right off the range and the cow and tipped 
the scales at 300 pounds at just three months of age. He was on 


feed 349 days and weighed 980 pounds in Denver and sold to Swift 
& Company for the Union Pacific dining car service at 11% cents 
per pound. He gained’1.94 pounds per day. When he first arrived

at the Polk home he was a little wild as any calf taken off the 
range would be. But he soon quieted down and became a great 
family pet. The whole family learned to love Midnight and the lit- 
tle folks cried when he left for Denver. Midnight learned to eat 
most anything and was always ready for his feed. He was weaned 
and finished without the aid of a nurse cow. 

“The other calf was a pure bred Hereford and was taken off 
the range too on February 24th, 1931, at the same weight and age 
as Midnight. He was on feed 327 days and weighed 885 pounds in 
Denver and sold for 6 cents per pound to the Stock Yards Com- 
pany. He gained 1.78 pounds per day. Mr. Polk said it did not re- 
quire as much feed for Midnight as it did for Starlight. Starlight 
ate good but did not become gentle so the little folks could go 
through the yard where he was kept. Of course we know more 
about the Aberdeen-Angus and know 
they will become gentle on being han- 
dled. We can only tell what this Here- 
ford did and that would not be speak- 
ing for all the Herefords. When they 
unloaded the two calves at Denver, 
Midnight took things very clamly but 
Starlight cut some capers and had to 
be relegated to the stock yards. 

“Mr. Polk was pleased with what 
praise his favorite calf received. He 
says he sure learned a wonderful lot in 
his experience with the calves and at 
Denver and expects to try it again, be- 
lieving that he can produce a prize win- 
ner vet. A lot of interest was taken 
in watching these calves develop, es- 
pecially was this true of the people in 
and around Oshkosh. As a result a 
great many have taken a new interest 
in Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. Someone said the 
Aberdeen- Angus had 
been fed better and was 


cared for better, but 
that is not true for both 
calves ate out of the 


same container and were 
handled in the same 
manner.”

A Splendid Steer Record. 

For nine years John R. Bottorff, of Gosh- 
en, Kentucky, has made a great record at 
the Fat Stock Show at Louisville, Kentuc- 
ky. The foundation herd came from a se- 
lection made from the Longview Stock 
Farm at Shepherdsville, Kentucky, from 
such cows at Pride of Grassmere 2d 349848, 
and Kartha 351818, both by Woodmont 
Blackcap 212547, and Pauline of Longview 
241419.

The Sixth Annual Contest Lost. 

Herefords won the Sixth Annual Minne- 
sota Carload Baby Beef contest by a wide 
margin, finishing January 5th. The entries 
consisted of fifteen calves fed to an average 
age of 410 days. In announceing the re- 
sults, W. E. Morris, extension live stock 
specialist, University Farm, St. Paul, said 
he observed in the lots a wide variation in 
the weights of the calves, due he thought 
to the difference in breeding ability of the 
dams. Therefore, he believes, larger returns 
might be secured by culling cow herds on 
the basis of their ability to produce calves 
making satisfactory growth and finish. 
From observing the methods of contestants 


from year to year, Mr. Morris has drawn a 
number of conclusions important to baby 
beef producers. Among them are that creep 
feeding of grain to calves running with 
their dams will add at least 100 pounds to 
each calf by weaning time on about 300 
pounds of grain. Many feeders give too 
little grain the first 60 to 90 days of the 
feeding period. Nearly full feeding of 
grain from the time the calves are on feed 
until they go to market is desirable. Too 
generous teeding of roughage reduces 
gains. By skillful pail feeding, calves may 
be fattened as rapidly as those running with 
their dams. Steers outgain heifers, but do 
not finish as early.

ALL FOR THE BONNIE BLACKS— 

In today’s issue young Clifford Polk, of Oshkesh, Nebraska, re- 
lates his experience in the feeding of two Club calves in his Agri- 
cultural High School project. Both calves were selected at the same 
age and the same weight, only a few days apart, fed from the same 
mess box and handled in the same manner. Both were born on the 
range and were taken directly from the range and their mothers 
to the Polk home where they were not furnished with nurse cows. 
This comparison then should be fairly accurate and is well worth 
the careful consideration of any person pondering the question as 
to which breed to adopt. _ 

It has been true for some time that well finished Aberdeen- 
Angus command a premium over other breeds of apparently equal 
finish and quality. This is one of the most outstanding instances 
of comparison and only goes to show that Aberdeen-Angus on the 
range are able to hold their own notwithstanding the stories to the 
contrary that have been so widely circulated in the range country. 
There are those who contend that the Aberdeen-Angus just won't 
do because they do not compare as rustlers and because they do not 
have the endurance, and a lot of other bunk, none of which is jus- 
tified, for in fact it is without foundation, and will not stand when 
actual side by side comparisons are made. The Journal is always 
happy to learn of these comparisons for in a majority of the in- 
stances they prove conclusively that the Aberdeen-Angus is the 
equal of any other breed upon the range, upon the fenced farm, 
in the hill pastures, on the plains, and in the feed lots. More often 
they are able to show just a little better record than their contemp- 
oraries. 

In the matter of the Polk comparison. One calf was a Here- 
ford and the other an Aberdeen-Angus, both pure breds, and both 
range bred, both the same age and the same weight at three 
months. Fed, handled and cared for as a pair, together, using the 
same feed box at the same time so there could be no possible chance 
for preference shown by the owner and the feeder. The Hereford 
gained 1.78 pounds per day and the Aberdeen-Angus gained 1.94 
pounds per day. The Hereford calf weighed at Denver 885 pounds 
and sold at 6 cents per pound, bringing his owner $53.10; the Aber- 
deen-Angus calf weighed 980 pounds and sold at 11% cents per 
pound, returning $110.25 for his feed and care. There is a differ- 
ence of $57.15 in favor of the Aberdeen-Angus calf. Clifford Polk 


said he had a profit of $31.58 on the pair. Which calf produced the 
profit, or was there a profit on each one? 

This is the very reason that it pays to put in foundation herds 
of Aberdeen-Angus when one goes into the commercial cattle busi- 
ness. The feeders know there is a difference and they know they 
will be able to sell the calves at or near the top of the market and 
for that reason men of the feed lot are willing to pay the producer 
a premium when he offers them the right kind of Aberdeen-Angus 
feeder calves. Often times it is this difference that spells profit 
in a season’s operation. The feeder calf sale at the recent Amer- 
ican Royal at Kansas City is an example of this very thing. As a 
rule the first bid on a load of Blacks was the same or perhaps even 
higher than the last bid on the other breed load just sold, and the 
last bid usually showed from one to two and one-half cents per 
pound in favor of the little Black fellows. 

These are essential factors to be considered when one launches 
into the cattle business. Of course the Aberdeen-Angus cattle are 
not so numerous as are the other breeds. There is a reason—first 
they have been in this country only a very short time as compared 
with either of the other major beef breeds, and next they have been 
discriminated against almost to the extent of viciousness. They 
have had to earn their own way through positive proof that they 
were worthy of consideration at all. A majority of the people back 
of the breed have not been of a promotional turn and for that rea- 
son it has remained for a comparatively few men to support the 
breed and push it into new territory. The corn belt has adopted 
the breed and is increasing its numbers exceedingly fast, the range 
country is beginning to recognize the superior qualities of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle as feeders and finishers and market toppers and 
for that reason many new herds of considerable proportions have 
been estabished during the past few years in the range country. 

Today the breed is forcing its way rapidly into every nook and 
cranny in the cattle growing sections of our country. The breed 
is advancing rapidy everywhere. Inquiry is in excess of other years 
in spite of the financial depression so much talked about. For the 
man who has around him a good herd of producing Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle is sitting in about as comforable position as the man en- 
gaged in any other business in this country today. What better 
can one do than to engage in a market topping business. When 
one receives top prices he has no cause for complaint as compared 
with his fellows. If we had our way about it there would be no 
good females going to the shambles. 

The quick way to change your herd from other colors and 
horns to blacks without horns is to begin this season to use good 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls for crossing purposes. They will do the 
trick. The sales that are listed in this issue will furnish a wonder- 
ful lot of bulls of the highest type and quality, any of which can 
be used for this very crossing purpose to good advantage. They 
don’t make bulls too good for that purpose. The better the bull 
the fewer generations of crossing it will require to produce the 
type and quality desired. 


HERE IS ANOTHER INSTANCE. 


Willis Campbell in charge of Vocational Agriculture in the 
Cass City, Michigan, Public Schools, writes the following convinc- 
ing report on the recent Calf Feeding Contest where Aberdeen-An- 
gus calves again proved their superiority as compared with all com- 
ers. And this is the report, good enough for anybody’s editorial 
column: 

“The Michigan Calf Feeding Contest for 1931-32, sponsored by 
the Animal Husbandry Departmenet of Michigan State College, 
proved to be a dark affair, (for the other beef breeds). Thirty- 
seven calves fed by farmers of Michigan started this contest june 
15, 1931, which was to run for two hundred ten days. Calves born 
before January 1, 1931, were to make 2.25 lbs. per day, and if born 
after January 1, 1931, they were to make 2. lbs. per day in order 
to qualify for the final showing to be held during Farmers’ Week 
February 1-5, 1932. At that time the twenty best calves were led 
into the ring to be judged by a committee composed of Mr. George 
A. Brown, head of the Animal Husbandry Department of the Col- 
lege, and two packer judges. These men were to select a senior 
champion, a junior champion, and from these a grand champion 
and a reserve grand champion. The senior champion was an Aber- 
deen-Angus calf born November 15, 1930. bred by John A. Brown. 
of Detroit, and fed by Audley Horner of Cass City. His official 
gain was 2.38 lbs. per day. The reserve champion was another 
Aberdeen-Angus bred, fed, and exhibited by Wildwood Farms, Lake 
Orion, Michigan. He had gained 2.17 lbs. per day and was easily 
the growthiest calf on exhibition, weighing 985 lbs. at slightly over 
twelve months old. The champion steer dressed 64.29%. 

“Let us wish for more John Browns and Sidney Smiths in 
Michigan to carry the doddie gospel to our Michigan farmers. They 
are loyal supporters to the breed and are always interested in breed 
promotion work. 

“The Champion calf sold for 16% per lb.. and the Aberdeen-An- 
gus calves entered in the contest outsold the other breeds by 3c 


per lb.

Chicago Daily Drovers Journal: Morris 
reports the Redfield, Foley and Wester- 
gaard Aberdeen-Angus heifers, bought No- 
vember 20, the best load of heifers killed in 
many a day.

Carloads at Royal.

The above figures were secured from the 
packing firms who killed the cattle, and the 
dressing percentages given are based upon 
the chilled weight and not upon the warm 
weight of the carcass. It will be noted that 
the 8rd prize load gave the highest yield. 
The 1st prize load and the 2nd prize load 
were almost the same, although there is a 
slight advantage to the 2nd prize load. 
There was included with the 15 cattle shown 
in this group, 6 extra cattle which the C. 
P. R. had culled out from the group shown. 
There was included with the 1st prize load, 
three show steers which Mr. McIntyre had 
in the group classes. 

It is only fair to point out that the load 
of cattle shown by Mr. Geo. Tait, did not 
have the very high finish of the other four 
loads, or the dressing percentage might 
— been as high or higher than any of the 
others.
